they ſlew fourteen good Deer. 
Being weary, and the night coming

ed foggy, and there was much Ice 
berween the ſhore and the ſhip , and

and ſo refolved to goto Green. Harbour 
to kill ſome Veniſon for part of their 
winter proviſion,which they did : for 
the firſt day they killed ſeven Deer 
and four Bears,the next day they kil- 


led fix Deer,and fo returned to Bell- 


Sound totheirTent,where they intend- 
ed to take up their winter quarters. 

But in their paſſage the night co- 
ming on; and the wind blowing hard, 
their ſhallop ſunk into the Sea, and 
fo wet all their provifion, and fome 
of it. they found ſwimming up and 
down by the ſhore, the ſight where- 
of much troubled them, to ſee the beſt 
part of their proviſion, the only hope 
of their lives under God, in danger 
utterly to be loſt or Tpoyled by the 


Sea-water, but they ventured out in- . 


to. the” High wrote Sea to their ſhal- 
lop to: fave. the remainder of their 
 provifion-; this they did and by main

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| orcedrew the ſhallop to the ſhore, 
| andthen went along theSea-ſide to ga-

- their Tent, Of Timber & Board it con- 


ſiſted and was covered with Flemiſh:

Oyl. Then they built anotherTenr 
within that for their habitation, the 
length of which was twenty - foot and 
the breadth ſixteen, in which they 
ſet up four Cabins, quartering them- 
ſelves two and two in a Cabin.. Their 
beds were the Deer skins dryed, and 
for firing theybroke up ſome old ſhal- 
lopsthart were unſerviceable and ftow- 
ed them over the beams in the great 
Tent to keep the ſnow from driving 
through the Tyles into the Tent. 
Having thus fitted every thing in 
the beſt manner they could , they 
looked out into the Sound, where 
they eſpied two Sea horſes lying a- 
fleep on a piece of Ice, Whereupon 
with a harping Iron they hafted. to. 
them and killed both ;, And fo bring-

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mg them a "hcve, they roaſted, and. 
at. them. Burt the nights and cold 
increaſing, viewing their proviſions, 
they found it too ſmall by half, and ſo. 
{fined themſelves to one meal a day. 
Then for the preſervation of the | 
Veniſon ; They -roaſted every day 
half a Deer, and. ſtowed it-in hogs- 
heads, and again ſurveying their pro- 
viſions they found a neceſlity to cut.off 
one meal more, for four dayes in 
the week they fed upon mouldy 
whale fritters, and beſides the want 
of meat they begin now to want 
lighr , for from the fourteenth of 
Otfober.,.to the third of February, 
they never had ſight of the Sum. Bur 
the Moon when not o5ſcured with 
Clouds, they alwayes ſaw ſhining as 
bright as in England, all which dark-. 
ſome Time they could not tell-when + 
it: ſhould be day, and when night. |

cold proceeded ro that extremity, | 
that it-raiſed bliſters on their fleſh as 
if they had been. burnt with fire, and

By this the chearful dayes lengthe- 
ned: fo faſt that ſeveral ſorts of fowl 
reſorted thither , upon which ttie 
Foxes which all- winter. had kept 
their Burroughs under the Rocks, 
came abroad «to ſeek for their livings, 


- whereupon they ſet up Traps,, 


which- they baited with the skin of

theſe fowls., by which means at ſc- 
veral- times they caught fifty Fox- 
es, all which they roaſted and found 
to. be good meat.

Whale-bone, they caught about ſix- 


ry Fowls as big as Pigeons.

_ any reſt , and thenwere caſt upon 
© the .coaſt of Barbary, there they 
found. alittle wood, wherewiththey 
ſome-what inlarged their Boat. 

But they narrowly eſcaped: being 
taken and killed by the ores, and 
had much ado to get to Sea again. 

What troubled them moſt was 
thirſt, but-rhey made ſome ſhift for 
that , with the blood of ſome Tor- 
tozſes they took, and ar laſt, after 
ten dayes floating up and down, they 
arrived. upon the.coaſt of Spain, at 
the Cape of St. e Hartin, between 
Allicant and Palentia ;-thoſe of the 
Country ſeeing them at a diſtance,
